Fiver Rivers Cattle Feeding, LLC has applied for renewal of an Arizona Pollutant Discharge Elimination
System (AZPDES) permit for operation of a concentrated animal feeding operation (CAFO) located 4.7 miles
east of Wellton and one mile north of Highway 8 in Yuma County, Arizona. The facility operation generates
approximately 142,505 tons or 4,786,750 gallons of manure, litter, and process wastewater annually.

A public
hearing request must be in writing and must include the reasons for such request. If there is a significant degree of
public interest, the Director will hold a hearing in accordance with A.A.C. R18-9-A908(B).
